Tliere is no 
doubt at all in my mind that they were defrauded and if they haven' t soon will realize 
that. Tlioy wdLll also ro^ilize that they can't get a cent back from White. So, tliey'll 
probably bo looking elsewhere for recovery, huh?and the center is broke?

Yesterday I was read from the Morning News's story quoting the White family's 
former lawyer who haiidled the lawsuits filed over Roscoe's death. They sued the oanu- 
facturer of the product that burned in tlie accident tliat killed him.
